DISCUSSES MATERIAL HE 
'FUR- 


KISSES FOR NEW CAPITOL, 


Tells of Bedford Material Which His 


Oompany Is Sawing and-Plac- 


ing in the Capitol

The following statement by Henry 


Struble of the Struble Cut Stone com- 
pany, made before the capitol commis- 
sion, was made public by Governor 
Bryan, chairman of the commission': i 


- To- the Honorable " Governor and 


>3apitol Commission of the State of 


- '^Nebraska—Gentlemen: 


At the conclusion of my statement 


before your honorable body on March 
8, 1923, I was asked to dictate and 
submit to your honorable body 
the 


substance of the remarks which 1 
made in connection with the" investi- 
gation now being made by your body 


- with reference to the material and 
\ construction of the new capitol build- 


ing. 


Aa near as it is possible to recall 


my statements from memory they are 
as follows: 
I beg to remind the commission at 


this time that there were two open- 
ings of bids In connection with the 
letting of the contract tor the new 


- state capitol. The bids first presented 


were rejected by this commission. At 
the time of the taking of the second 
bids it was found by the commission 
that the bid of the Henry Struble Cut 
Stone company for the finishing, fab- 
ricating and setting of the granite and 
limestone for the building taken in 
connection with the bid of J. H. Weise 
company of Omaha for the balance of 
the work constituted by far the'lowest 
bid presented to the commission. Af- 
ter due consideration by the commis- 
sion and some 
negotiation 
as to 


whether a general contract should be 
let to the Weise company and the 
stone work sub-contracted to the Stru- 
ble company it was finally determined 
that contract should be entered into 
direct by the. Weise company for the 
balance of the work except stone and 
by the Struble company for the stone 
work. 
Migtil 1 digress ai iuis moment to 


say that certainly so far as the Weise 
company is concerned 1 believe that 


^the action of the commission is 
be- 


-%yond criticism as the Weise company 


has a reputation second to none as 
builders and contractors and. 1 believe 
that I can convince this commission 
(if permitted to go on and perform the 
work in the manner which my com- 
pany is attempting to perform) that 
no mistake was made with reference 
to the letting of the stone work to the 
Strnble company- 


Rustic Finish. 


Immediately 
following the award- 


ins of the contracts the Struble com- 
pany prepared to go on with th? per- 
formance of the work called for

One of the points which has been 


constantly kept before us 
by Mr. 


Goodhue was the fact that he desired, 
not alone the different finishes and 
textures of stone but that it was his 
wish that as much of the yellow tint 
of N. 1 buff Indiana limestone as it 
was possible to procure should be in- 
stalled in the walls of the new capi- 
tol. We have in accordance with this 
desire of Mr. Gooflhue's been to a 
great deal of added expense in mak- 
ing careful selections of the rough 
blocks from which the finished-stone 
should be fabricated,"endeavoring at 
all times to keep away from what Mr. 
Goodhue characterized as a "cold" ef- 
fect 


Following the approval of the sam- 


ple walls the drafting department 01 
the Henry Struble Cut Stone Company 
prepared working plans and 
draw- 


ings, -it the expense of my company 
and in order to avoid the delay of the 
mails, I sent our chief draftsman to 
New York with these working plans 
and drawings in order to get the im- 
mediate approval of the architect. He 
spent nearly a week there going over 
the details of these plans and draw- 
ings with the architect's office and 
secured the approval thereof. I did 
this for the reason that I was ad- 
vised that not alone was first class 
work desired by the commission, but 
that the time of the finishing of my 
work was an important element to 
the state. 


Five Styles of Finish. 


Going back for a moment to the 


matter of finishing of the limestone 
I beg to say that at the time the 
sample walls were finished and first 
inspected they contained gang-sawed 
material, 
diamond-sawed material, 


wire-sawed material and planed ma- 
terial; that Mr. Mayers, the represen- 
tative of the architect, expressed a de- 
sire to have more of the rough fin- 
ished material and suggester that It 
might be well to incorporate in the 
wall some shot-sawed finished stone. 
I told him that at that time I was 
not equipped to shot-saw stone but 
that if it was desired I could procure 
from one of the mills 
in Bedford 


which *yas equipped for making that 
finish, whatever quantity of material 
it was desired to install; and accord- 
ingly would purchase a considerable 
quantity of shot-sawed stone from the 
J. F. Fait company. Subseqeutnly I 
changed at the expense of my com- 


" pany one of the gang-saws into a shot- 
sawing device and I am now having a 
second gang-saw changed so that shot- 
sawing may be done with that ma- 
chine. 


I suggest to the commission that if 


its members will examine tfie specifi- 
cations they will see that but one 
finish is called for therein, that p.it- 
ting in the five different finishes -which 


j I have installed in the walls already 


', built is an additional expense to the 


company but not lo the stat? 


of Nebraska. I am doing tins for tne 
reason that ! believe that when the 
plans Of the architect ha-;? been car- 
ried out to a finish that th» state of 
Nebraska will have he finest and most 
artistic state, capitol to be found in 
the t'nited States.

tract. Indiana golitic limestone is 


found in large quantities near Bedford 
and Bloomlngton, Indiana, it varies 
largely in texture and color. What 
is commonly known as No. 1" buff 
limestone is generally classified as of 
three 
grains—fine, 
standard 
and 


coarse. The fine limestone because 
of its adaptability tor certain work 
and largely because it is much easier 
to saw, plane and cut is somewhat 
higher priced than the standard ana 
coarse. 


I might say however, that to the 


cut stone contractor, while there is 
some saving in purchasing the coarse 
stone in the block, the added expense 
of sawing, cutting and planing 
the 


coarse stone over the expense of fab- 
ricating the fine stone makes the 
various grades or grains of the fin- 
ished product cost the cut stone com- 
pany approximately the same amount. 
The reason for this is that pieces of 
flint or other coarse stones may be 
found in the coarser grades and these 
pieces of flint or coarser stone dull 
or break the tools used in fabricating 
the finished stone the finer stone can 
be sawed a great deal faster than 
the coarser stone. For certain work 
where certain finishes are desired the 
finer stone is preferred, on the con- 
trary in many buildings preference 
has been and will always be given 
to the coarser grains. 


The Corner Stone. 


My attention has been called to 


the statement which appeared in the 
newspaper that someone has stated 
that the corner stone is the only piece 
of No. 1 buff golitic limestone which 
can be found in the 
state capitol 


building. Let me say to you that that 
corner stone is one of which I am 
proud. I found out what I believe the 
commission wanted and at consider- 
able trouble procured 
this 
stone. 


There is not a finer piece of limestone 
in the nUited States, but it is what 
we class as statuary stone. 


This commission could not find 


enough stone of that grain and quality 
in America to build the state capitol, 
nor do I believe that a capitol build- 
ing of stone of that grain and texture 
would have the same beautiful 
ap- 


pearance which will be found in the 
capitol, if the coarser textures and 
rougher finishes are used, as we have 
started to use' them. 


Some of these newspaper articles 


purport to be signed. I do not khow 
who is responsible- for their publica- 
tion,-but I do deplore the giving of 
publicity to charges against my com- 
pany without giving to us a chance 
to first explain'our position and avoid 
any misunderstanding upon the part 
of either the commission or the pub- 
lic 
The Henry Struble Cut Stone 


company has, I believe, done every- 
thing required by it by the contract 
in working upon this ^building. Pub- 
licity of this sort is not desirable from 
the standpoint of any business house. 


In the years in which the Henry 


Struble-Cut,Stone company-has been 
engaged in the cut stone contracting 
business, it has undertaken 766 dif- 
ferent contracts of varying impor- 
tance. It happens that this particular 
contract is No. 758.. The fulfillment 
of those contracts has involved the 
purchase by our company, the fabri- 
cating and installation of upwards of 
two million, (2,000,000) cubic feet of 
stone. The Henry Struble Cut Stone 
company has never had a serious con- 
troversy with an architect or owner 
with reference to a job which it was 
performing. 
It has never placed a 


lien upon any work, it has never sued 
an owner and I believe has always 
satisfied every owner and architect 
for whom it has performed work. 


Not Seeking Trouble. 


I do not propose to get into trouble 


with the Capitol commission 
over 


this work. I hope and expect the same 
treatment from the commission which 
I am ready to accord to the people 
of the state of Nebraska, I believe 
that the commission has chosen an 
architect without a peer in this coun- 
try for designing and superintending 
the construction of a building such as 
the state of Nebraska wants. I hope 
and expect that the work of my com- 
pany will not fall short of that high 
standard called for in the contract 
and I believe desired by both the 
commission and the architect. 


Before closing may I add one per- 


sonal word. 
The contract calls for 


payments to the cut stone contractor 
monthly upon estimates to be fur- 
nished by the architect. The first es- 
timate has been "paid- Estimates is- 
sued to my company 
in 
December. 


January and February remain unpaid. 
There is over $S2.009 of estimates is- 
sued by the architect and delivered to 
the slate authorities which have not 
been honored as yet. Approximately 
50 per cent of the stone called for in 
this contract has beea fabricated by 
iny company, a large percentage of 
this is on the ground. Might 1 ask 
that the commission not alone ap- 
prove what I have done and what I 
atn seeking to do but show its appre- 
ciation of my efforts by taking care of 
the estimates prompter in accordant-" 
with the terms of the contract-. It 5s 
my belief aad 1 ain sure that this hon- 
orable commisison will agr^e with me 
that the contract for this work is bind- 
ing upoa the state of Nebraska as 
well as upon the Henry Strnble Cut 
Stone company.

old commission meets for that purpose 
it will make a report 
This report 


may be unanimous or it may consist 
of a majority and minority report. 
Whatever it may°be, it will enable the 
commission to settle matters now be- 
fore it in regard to the meaning of 
contracts entered into by the old com- 
mission and what, if anything, was 
done oufslde of contracts. 


One disputed point is said to be the 


question of whether a bid for stone 
at the rate of 65 cents a cubic foot' 
was ever properly before the com- • 
mission. 


The commission comprises the gov- 


ernor, secretary of the department of 
public works and three appointive 
members, Walter W. Head of Omaha,

Wednesday's 
meeting," said 


Governor Bryan, "it developed that 
there is a difference of opinion be- 
tween members of the old capitol com- 
mission as to questions of fact. The 
matters-now before the commission 
relative to Mr.' JoTmson's statement 
regarding Mr.*1 Goodhue. and other mat- 
ters relate back 'to matters which 
came before the old commission one 
or more years ago. Questions of fact 
upon Tffhich the old commission differ 
are such as what contracts or portions 
of contracts were entered into be- 
tween the capitol commission and Mr.

the alms house. 


Immediately after the crash, the 


red glare of flames lit up the scene. 
As volunteer firemen struggled into 
their clothes and 
started 
for the 


town's engines, the fire licked its way 
up to the women's dormitory in the 
poorhouse, where seven bed-ridden in- 
mates lay helplessly awaiting their 
doom. Twenty others, able to walk, 
were hysterically rushing about lack- 
ing the strength to help to safety 
those confined in their beds. 


In another dormitory, on the south 


side, were 
twenty-three 
old men, 


feeble and many practically helpless. 
Chattering In terror, tottering on aged 
limbs, the veterans neverthless main- 
tained a semblance of order. Guards 
marshaled them into line and escort- 
ed them* down stairs and into the 
freezing air to stables and outhouses 
at a safe distance from the flames.

DUKE STILLJNJOYS "DOT" 


Marlborough Gets Income of $125,- 


000 From Millions of His 


Divorced Wife. 


NEW YORK, March 15—Altbo the 


duke of 
Marlborough 
has been di- 


vorced by Consuelo Vanderbilt it ap- 
peared from an affidavit filed regard- 
ing the will of the late William K. 
Vanderbilt, her father,'that the duke 
continues to enjoy an income of $125,- 
000 from the Vanderbilt millions. 


This reversal of the usual financial 


angle of a divorce comes from a. pre- 
nuptial arrangement in which Vander- 
bilt settled 
upon his daughter as a 


"dot" the income from J2.500.000. This 
amount, at 6 per cent would be about 
$125,000. 
It is understood that th-e 


written agreement was that in the 
event of a divorce the sum was to go 
to the duke, and upon his death to 
male offspring of the union. 


The fact that the hus-band usually 


pays the bill when a romance goes on 
the rocws seemed to make the case o£ 
the duke and the duchess of interest 
to the public but the attorneys for the 
Vanderbilt estate refused to affirm or 
deny the apparent situation whereby 
the husband lost nothing financiallr 
by losing his wife. 
The marriage occurred In 1895, but 


in 1907 they separated. Then the king 
got busy and reconciled them, but in 
1920 the duchess sued, for divorce and 
got it without contest She later mar- 
ried Jacques Balsan, a French sports- 
man. The duke married Gladys Dea- 
con, who had been one of the brides- 
maids at his first wedding. Mies Dea- 
, con was an American. "There is now 
j a rumor that they are not happy.

Reasons why the motion of cred- 


itors of the Nebraska Hotel company 
for a meeting has not been acted on, 
are set forth in an answer filed Thurs- 
day by P. B. Baylor, trustee in bank- 
ruptcy. Mr. Baylor takes the stand 
that euch a meeting is neither perti- 
nent urn- necessary, and goes Into the 
grounds for this position in consider- 
able detail. 


Eutene C. Eppley made the trustee 


an otter of $800,000 for the hotels and 
other property on January 15, the an- 
E««f sets forth, which the petitioning 
creditors urged be accepted. 
After 


ib<5 trustee bad started 
proceedings 


against Mr. Eppley to recover posses- j 
HJon- of the property, which he has 
been operating lor two years, he made 
another offer of $900,000. The trus- 
tee did not sfce fit to submit either 
of these offers to the referee in bank- 
ruptcy for a number of reasons, sub- 
stantially as follows:. 


The trustee has not been able to 


make an inventory of the property 
and have it appraised because Mr. 
Eppley IB -wrongfully and unlawfully 
withholding it, and BO is unable to 
judge the fairness and reasonableness 
of any of Mr. Eppley's offers. 
For 


the same reason be has been unable 
to get other offers, altho several per- 
. sons have indicated a desire to bid on 


the property, and cannot determine 
whether It would best serve the com- 
pany to sell Vie assets singly or to- 
.jiether. The trustee believes he could 
get numerous bids larger than • Mr. 
Epplay's, the answer sets' forth, if he 
JhwL unrestricted possession 
of 
the 


properties. 


Furthermore, it is contended,-- no 


part Of the property is of a perishable 
nature, nor is any loss to be Incurred 
by nof. selling it immediately to 'the 
first person making an offer. Mr. Ep- 
nlay'S offer, -moreover, is indefinite 
and uncertain, in .that it involves a 
release of all claims held by Mr. Ep- 
jley against the bankrupt estate, and 
ail claims the estate or the trustee 
may have against him. Mr. Eppley 
has consistently refused, it is alleged, 
to give the trustee information as to 
the nature and amount of the claims 
he wishes released with the accept- 
ance o£ his offer, or to furnish a state- 
ment with reference to the operating 
receipts «nd disbursements 
of tn« 


properties, so the trustee can

termine the claims on the other side. 
His wrongful withholding of the books 
and records, it is charged, makes it 
impossible for the trustee to obtain 
the information he needs in order to 
be able to estimate Mr. Eppley's offer 
at its true worth.

says in this answer that' he did not 
submit this proposal to the court for 


approval because both sides of 
the 


question had b<-eu thoroly aired In a 
hearing before the referee bol'ore tho 
order of surrender was made, Mr. Ep- 
pley participating as 
lully as the 


trustee. 
It is contended that Mr. Eppley's 


possession of tho assls, Jt continued, 
will discourage the making of bids 
by persons who have already indi- 
cated their desire to make substan- 
tial otters. Mr. Eppley's withholding 
of the records also makes it impos- 
sible for the trustee to judge whether 
the rental he proposes to pay is a fair 
and reasonable one.' IJis proposal to 
collect the rental* of the properties 
he is not using and has sublet, and 
which exceed the ?4,000 a month 'he 
proposes to pay the trustee, is charac- 
terized as "absurd and ridiculous." 


Mr. Bppleys' proposal for an agree- 


ment giving him the right to occupy 
the Fontenelle at Omaha for a stipu- 
lated rental, and the trustee says he 
cannot make such an agreement be- 
cause the lease and fixtures belong,to j 
the Interstate Hotel company, which 
is not bankrupt and over which the i 
trustee hajs no Jurisdiction. By try- 
ing to enter such an agreemeut the 
trustee Bays he would open the door 
to further litigation by jeopardizing 
the Talidlty of the lease and possibly 
finishing ground for its forfeiture, all 
of which would redound to the injury 
of the Nebraska Hotel company. The 
same objection is made to Mr. Epp- 
ley's demand that a sale be contingent 
on a larger offer than any he may 
make, because for reasons already 
given, the reasonableness of his offers 
cannot be accurately judged. Further- 
more, his offer does not contemplate 
surrender of the books and records to 
the trustee. 
Finally, the trustee argnes, there Is 


no necessity for a meeting of the cred- 
itors, as they couldn't act even If they 
agreed, having no authority in the ad- 
ministration of bankrupt estates; they 
could not authorize a private sale ex- 
cept by court order! nor have their 
claims nor any others been allowed, 
as should precede a private sale. For 
all these reasons, and because of the 
objections, to Mr. Eppley's offers out- 
lined, the trustee deems it unwise and 
not to the best interests of the Ne- 
braska Hotel company to call any 
meeting of creditors at this time.

MEN AND THINGS 


An active and Influential'life like that which closed 


•with the death of Dr. P. L. Hall is a most valuable com- 
munity asset. 
Not only does participation make for 


better conditions and better things, but it inspires other 
men with capacity for leadership to exert themselves 
along public lines. The conservation of Dr. Hall as a 
banker had its effect In steadying the entire banking 
system of the city at a time when it needed it most. 
His knowledge of public affairs and his readiness to ad- 
vise men In positions of public trust when called upon 
to do so Indubitably added to the saneness and sound- 
ness of government. Men in business and political life 
need more than anything else a balance wheel, a steady- 
ing influence, to make safe progress. 
This role was 


played by Dr. Hall to hundreds of men In years past. In 
Its effects it touched every shore of action and every 
sphere of influence. Dr. Hall left the world better for 
bis stay in it 
What better monument can a man de- 


eire? 


How admirable must be the disposition of members 


of a family who are content to rent rooms above a 
storeroom filled with oils and paints! That is surely 
no place for a nervous or imaginative person, and there 
are a lot of us who do not fall under either designa- 
tion. Some of Ihese sleep well of nights even tho 
underneath them is a garage or a storeroom of highly 
inflammable goods. Some of them drive their automo- 
biles at breakneck speed in spite of the daily list of 
fatalities due to such disregard for safety. 
Some of 


them ride in airships; others enact the role of human 
fly; others try to catch swift-moving train, and thou- 
sands go calmly about a daily work surrounded by 
danger and death. And all with a serenity and a faith 
that all will be well! 


The pot and the kettle are having a pleasant time 


of it up at the statehouse, declaring that patronage and 
politics are the moving causes for their respective po- 
sitions on the plans .to make over the state administra- 
tive departments. Most persons think both sides are 
right and can prove it on the other fellow. How mucn 
of a battle do you think would be staged if the gov- 
ernor would say, "you give me control of these code 
departments and I'll take all the responsibility of their 
administration," or the republican leaders would say: 
"Let the governor divide the appointments with the 
executive council upon iwhich he seeks to bestow re- 
sponsibility':" You are right. There wouldn't be much 
of a one. 


If anyone has any doubts whether the giving or ac- 


ceptance of a free pass raises a moral issue, let him 
contemplate these facts attested by a number of Lin- 
coln laymen familiar with them- and by ministers who 
are opposed to the pass:That it is a not uncommon 
practice for church representatives holding interstate 
passes and who desire to travel from one place in the 
state to another to use that pass on a trip from their 
home town to Council Bluffs and there taking a train 
back to the point in the state that they originally de- 
sired to reach. Their only purpose in going- to Coun- 
cil Bluffs was to make it possible for them to utilize 
their pass in interstate travel, utilizing it as interstate 
switch, so to speak.

Money won't compete nowadays if 
it can help it, and neither will labor. It doesn't pay. 
Because of that fact we adopted regulation as a sub- 
stitute for competition. Regulation ought to supply a 
reasonable rate. Competition could do no more.
